CULTURE 


Plant iris rhizomes as soon as they are received if possible. If they 
must be held for a few days before planting be sure that they are un- 
packed and exposed to the air but keep them in a cool dry place. The 
iris bed should be prepared beforehand and allowed to settle. Spade or 
work to a depth of 10 or 12 inches. Work in a generous supply of bone- 
meal or well rotted manure. If your soil is heavy or poorly drained raise 
your iris bed a little above the surrounding soil. Good drainage is nec- 
essary and full sunshine desirable. Iris will grow in the shade but will

not bloom satisfactorily if at all. Set the new plants with the rhizomes 
barely covered with soil and the roots as deep as possible with the soil 
well firmed around them. Keep the soil moist until the plants are estab- 
lished but do not over-water. If soil is dry at planting time a good 
soaking is advisable. Fertilize with bone meal, well-rotted manure or a 
complete fertilizer once or twice a year but do not let the fertilizer come 
in contact with the rhizomes or it may cause soft rot. Plants should be 
divided and reset every 3 or 4 years.

CULTURE 


Japanese (Kaempferi) iris are successfully grown in most parts of the 
United States and do especially well in the Atlantic and Pacific Coast 
states and along the southern borders of the Great Lakes. In their native 
country they are subjected to sub-zero weather. Their soil requirements 
are similar to those of Azaleas and Rhododendrons and they will not 
tolerate lime in any form. For best results they prefer heavily enriched 
soil and ample moisture but after blooming require no more moisture 
than other perennials. Plant with the crowns about 2 inches below the 
surface of the soil. Do not expect typical flowers the first year as it takes 
Japanese Iris longer to establish proper root growth. Well rotted manure 
of any kind is the best fertilizer and it is preferable to work it thoroughly 
into the soil before planting. If your soil is alkaline the addition of 
aluminum sulphate in proper quantities, peat moss or oak-leaf mold will 
aid in producing the proper soil condition. If the leaves turn yellow the 
presence of lime is indicated and lime is fatal to these iris. They prefer 
full sun except in warm areas where afternoon shade is desirable. 

They will do well in any ordinary garden soil but if you have a place 
on the edge of a pond or along the bank of a ditch or creek it would be 
ideal. There are few flowers that will reward you more richly for a little 
extra moisture and care.

Chrysanthemums are the ideal perennial for a glorious display of color in late summer and fall. They bring beauty to your garden after most other 
flowers have faded and for cut flowers and arrangements they have no equal. Our stock is all from field grown plants that are garden hardy and require 
no coddling. All are early blooming and the blooming dates given are reasonably accurate. 


Our new policy is to furnish a choice of rooted cuttings or established plants in plant bands. Rooted cuttings are strong and well rooted and are equal 
in quality to the plants furnished by most commercial growers. Plants in bands are established growing plants that have a good root system and can be 
moved with very little transplanting shock. As they require longer to grow and the shipping weight is greatly increased the price is necessarily higher, 


but their performance in your garden will repay you amply for the added cost. 


CULTURE—Chrysanthemums develop into the best plants and bear the best and 
finest flowers from rooted cuttings started in the Spring. They are adaptable to many 
soils and growing conditions but they like abundant sunshine, good rich soil and 
ample water during hot weather. Any fertile soil is satisfactory and a light monthly 
feeding with a good commercial fertilizer will help to produce exhibition blooms. 
el ee manure, compost or leaf mold spaded into the bed before planting is 
desirable. 


SHIPMENT—April 20 to June 10 


They will survive sub-zero weather if proper soil and drainage are supplied, but 
good drainage is highly essential. Tops should be pinched out about June 10 and 
again July 1 for finest plants and flowers. Incurved varieties require disbudding for 
best results and all varieties will produce larger flowers if disbudded. However, most 
mums are as effective in sprays in the garden or for cut flowers. If you live where 
the plants need winter protection you will find excelsior, evergreen boughs or corn 
stalks very good as they permit the plants to breathe.
